The Soviet form of society 
is basically antagonistic to ‘that 
of most other countries, and it is 
quite conceivable that during the 
next few years this antagonism 
will very forcefully demonstrate 
its existence. It is. worth con- 
sidering, however, whether or not 
the danger of this situation is 
likely to be rather more economic 
than political. For example, the 
Russians are just beginning to get 
started on a vast co-operative 
farming movement. 
wheat farms owned by the Govern- 
ment are being put into opera- 
tion, They are designed to por- 
duce bumper crops; and the great 
point to be remembered is that the 
Government is not’ particularly 
anxious to make-a profit on these

It is interesting. to note that 
American experts haye been, help-

Spooner when, he 'reyiyncd as war- 
den, but if to Oxford he secmed 
part of the established order of 
things, to the rest of England his 
name wis a household word, It 
has been given to few men to be- 
come ‘a legend in their lifetime, 
but the fame of the late. Dr. 
Spooner—based on a form of un- 
conscious humour, of which, in its 
more startling’ forms, there is no 
very good evidence that he was 
ever guilty—spread, to all. civilis- 
ed‘countries.. “Was ist aber ein 
Spoonerismus” was the first ques- 
tion to greet an Oxford visitor to 
Jena ag far back ag 1896, and even 
the austerity of Murray’s dic- 
tionary found a place for the new 
word. But the reality was better. 
than the legend. ‘Dowered by na- 
ture with an appearance as vener- 
able in youth as ‘it was youthful: 
in age, Dr. Spooner seemed to 
stand outside time. His figure 
was familiar in the streets of Ox- 
ford almost as long.as_ living 
Memory can remember.’ He: was 
no legendary figure, however, but 
aman of great geniality and kind- 


youth and remarkable freshness of 
mind. Within his own coliege his 
personal interest in ‘individuals 
made him universally beloved, and 
as a ruler his disinterestedness, 


sense won him the greatest con- 
fidence. He will be remembered 
by the world at large as the author 
of “spoonerisms,” for he created 
something new in the way of diver- 
sion .and the world is ever ready. 
to remember novelty and forget 
greater achievement. Yet the late 
Dr. Spooner had to his credit not- 
able works such as-“The Histories 
of Tacitus,” “Bishop Butler’. and 
Memoir of William of Wykeham.” 
His death robs the world of. a 
figure little known in itself but 
one which had a ‘great influence 
on the Oxford men of his day. 
By these particularly will his 
death be mourned, but the world 
too will regret. the passing, of a 
great scholar, . .
